The circular which was recently issued by Mr. Hart, the 
Inspector-General of Chinese Customs, with reference to loans 
to the Chinese Government, has been the subject of further 
notice, and the more it is considered the more extraordinary 
does it appear. It is stated that Hsu Taoutai received orders 
from General Kin-Shun, the second in command to Tso Tsung- 
ang, to settle a loan ; but that, the negotiations not resulting 
satisfactorily according to the views of the Taung-li Yamen, 
which does not recognise the authority of Kin-Shun, he is now 
ordered to appear in Peking. Mr. Hart’s letter also can have 
nothing to do with Wu Taoutai, who always acta under orders 
from the Viceroy, after the latter has received authorisation from 
Prince Kung and the Empresses-Regent. To make the matter 
more mysterious, it is now stated in the Japan papers that the 
so-called loan to China from Japan was in reality only a specu- 
lation on the part of a Japanese banker and a Chinese official. 
It is added that this official entered into an arrangement without 
the authority of the Central Government, and that he has thereby 
incurred its displeasure. The complication is certainly to be 
regretted for the credit of the Chinese Government. It was ex. 
pected that the position of the new foreign settlement at Wuhu 
would shortly be decided upon, but the matter was not concluded 
at the date of the latest advices, namely, the 19th March. The 
inhabitants generally showed themselves friendly to foreigners, 
It is reported that the Chinese authorities beheaded a native 
Christion in connection with the riots at Ning-kuo-foo last year, 
Curiously in contrast with the “progress” of which much has 
‘been said of Inte, the Chinese Government have issued a decree 
reprimanding certain literary examiners for recently returning 
from Canton by sea, and ordering them to do so in future by the 
old tedious land route. Details are given of the fires which 
have occurred at Foochow, and which it appears have been of a 
somewhat serious character. 

From Japan the news concerning the war still continues of 
a most conflicting character ; but opinion, both in that country 
and China (where events are watched with almost as much in- 
terest as by residents in Japan), is unanimous in considering the 
struggle as much more severe than has been admitted by the 
Government ; and this opinion is confirmed by the increasing 
efforte of the authorities to stifle news in all directions, Upon 
this péint complaints are both loud and general. The 
most active efforts were also being made by the Govern- 
ment to levy troops — acircumstance which -was justly 
regatded as indicating their recognition of the serious- 
ness of the struggle. So far as can be gathered from the re- 
ports allowed to leak out, it would seem that up to the dates 
of the present mail the Imperialists had been slowly gaining

The correspondents of the Shanghai papers give some inte- 


resting particulars concerning the new port of Wubu :— 

The North China Daily News correspondent says:—A few 
notes from this place may be of some interest just now, even to 
these who do not contemplate locating at this new port for 
western commerce. The first foreigner to come and take up his 
permanent residence here was Mr, Woodruil, Commissioner of 
Customs, who arrived on the 8th February in a snow-storm, from 
which it'is said that the Chinese infer nnich prosperity will come 
to the place from their intercourse with foreigners. Whether 
that has had any influence on their conduct I cannot say, but 
this I can say, that I find that the people are civil in the ex- 
treme, aud very friendly towards the few foreigners who are 
here. Still the question of the foreign settlement has to be 
settled yet, and may cause a change in their feelings, although 
itis not very likely. The reach of the river in which 
Wuhu is situated runs north and south, contrary to the general 
course of the stream ; the city is situated on the east, or right 
bank of the river, and distant about a mile and a half. ‘The 
Wuhu Pagoda marks the mouth of the river Seaou, which 
flows past the south gate of the city, a deep, narrow, but. rapid 
stream, navigable for large junks to Ning-kuoh Fu, a distance 
of about fifty miles, and for smaller boats some ten miles further, 
Between the Wuhu Pagoda and the west gate of the city is the 
main street, about, as I have already said, a mile and a half in 
length, and much wider than is in China. The street is 
well paved nearly its whole length, and on each side are a great 
number of fine native hongs, most of them two storied, with 
handsome fronts of carved woodwork. This street runs nearly 

arallel with the river Seaou until near the city, where the river

Considerable excitement of a kind has been caused by a strike 

‘of the wheel-barrow coolies in the settlement in consequence of 
their being called upon to pay 400 instead of 200 cash to the 
Municipal Council for their licences. On the 1st April, when 
called upon for the additional import, they nearlyfull struck, and 
early in the day, some hundreds, without their barrows, assembled 
in the precincts of the Mixed Court, and sought the advice and 
protection of the Magistrate. Chen at once hastened to the 
Central Police Station and reported the matter, but was of course 
told that the Police had no power to interfere; it was a Munici- 
pal order, and must be carried out, It also appeared that nearly 
all the coolies were prepared with their ordinary tax of 200 cash 
each, which was all they had in their possession, and that although 
some of them were willing to pay the double tax, they were un- 
able to do so for want of means, The matter has caused some 
trouble, but it is expected that any difficulty connected with it 
ean be got over by issuing an unlimited number of licences, in- 
stead of a limited number as hitherto. 
+ The usual services were observed in the Cathedral and other 
places of worship in the Settlement on Good Friday and Easter 
Day. On the latter occasion, however, there was very little 
-decoration in the Cathedral. A cross of evergreens and camellias 
was raised on the super-altar, with the inscription, “ Alleluia” ; 
.and the entrance to the chancel was adorned with camellias and 
‘geraniums, the font also being similarly ornamented, and bearing 
the inscription, “One Lord ; one Faith ; one Baptism.” The 
services were full choral, the anthem in the morning being Dr.

FOOCHOW. 

The Foochow Herald gives the following news :— 

Two large fires have to be chronicled, one in the south suburb 
and the other in the foreign settlement. The first-named 
broke out on the 18th March, at about 10 r.u.,in an opium 
shop near the long bridge, The fire raged till 2 aw. on the 
19th ult., ending in the destruction of about 400 Chinese 
houses, and the loss of three lives. The second fire occurred 
on the 19th ult., shortly after 2 p.m., oricinating in a Ningpo 
merchant's house, close to the creek forming the eastern 
Doundary of Messrs, John Forster and Co’s hong. ‘The 
native version of the affair is to the effect that a man was 
upstairs enjoying his afternoon pipe, when some sparks fell on 
a bundle of nankeens, which quickly ignited-and set fire to a 
quantity of bemp,,rope mats, and other stuff about the place 
before the flames could be extinguished. ‘There being so much 
combustible matter at hand the tire spread with great rapidity, 
and might have led to the destruction of a vast amount of 
foreign property had not circumstances been favourable for 
stopping its progress. As it occurred during the daytime 
there was, of course, less difficulty in dealing with it, and 
there was fortunately but little wind and a high tide. The 
heat was go intense that the corner of Messrs. John Forster 
and Co.’s Godown at one time was on fire, although there were 
two hoses playing ou it, ‘Their tea-room windows and the upper 
venctians were also smoking,—though later on they were re- 
moved— and the spars of the small bridge over the creek and. 
about Messrs. Forster and Co.’s waterside shed were with dith- 
culty prevented from bursting into flames. Had they become 
ignited, the miserable shanties in front of Messrs. John Forster 
aud Co.’s offices must have been burnt, in which case we do not 
see that any efforts could have saved the Teen Eu hong and the 
vast amount of adjacent foreign and native property. The fire 
was not long in runniug up the street by the nide ‘of Messrs. 
Turner and Co.’s godown, but waa checked in a most masterly 
manner by some foreigners—who evidently knew how to pull a 
house down, thus preventing an alarming extension of fire in 
that direction, Luckily, only about thirty Chinese houses, in 
all, were burnt, the fire having been got well under before 4 Pp... 








HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 12th April; the P. and O. 
mail from London March 2 arrived out on the 9th April. 

The broken silver question, which was at the bottom of the 
strike among the cotton yarn dealers, still continues to cause 
some difficulty, and a deputation from the Chinese merchants 
has waited on the Registrar-General on the question, and 
expressed their desire to induce the Government to make broken. 
silver a legal currency. The matter was, of course, promised 
the consideration of the Government, and the deputation doubt- 
less think they have gained something by the step. But it is 
not likely that he Government will do anything ao foolish as to 
accede to the request of the deputation. ‘The evil arising from 
the chopping of dollars certainly does not need extension, and it 
is most unreasonable to suppose that the Government of thia 
colony would pledge itself to such a measure. 

Dr. Denys, who, as recently noted, has received an important 
appointment under the Singapore Government, was expected to 
leave in a few weeks, (e was formerly editor of the China 
Mail, and subsequently secretary to the Chamber of Commerce 
aud curator of the City Hall Museum. The Daily Preas in 
noticing his departure says that ‘his long residence in Hong 
Kong and his intimate acquaintance with the affairs of the 
Colony have rendered him an authority on all local matters, and 
he will be greatly missed not only by his own large circle of 
friends but by the community in general.

The new port of Pakhoi was opened with due formalities on 
the 2nd April. No Pritish gunboat was present at the tine. 
‘The town is described as being well built, and the inhabitants 
aa fairly well-to-do.

‘off iu the trade of the place, which commenced when the native 
custom-house was opened there. Until recently property could 
have been bought at a reasonable rate, but the anticipations of 
owners as to the improvement to be expected from the opening 
of the port to foreigners are so great that now all offers for 
purchase are refused. Ground-nut oil and cake, indigo, and 
sugar form the principal article of export, while cotton is the 
chief article of import. The town derives nearly the whole of 
its supplies of European goods from Hong Kong. There is a 
good harbour. 

The China Mail gives the following partienlars concerning 
the relief afforded by the colony to the sufferers from the 
famine :— 
We are glad to learn that the Chinese appeal in aid of the 
Shantung Famine Relief Fund has met with a most liberal re- 
sponse from the Chinese community of Hong Kong, the sub- 
scriptions having nearly amounted to $20,000, Considering the 
shortness of the time—the first meeting of the leading Chinese 
for the formation of the Relief Society having been held only 
ten days ago—the result must be looked npon as highly satisfac 
tory ; and we must in say that creat credit is due to his 
Excellency the Administrator, the Hon. J. G. Austia, C.M.G., 
for having stirred up the Chinese residents, who had hitherto been 
somewhat apathetic in the matter of the ss of their country- 
men in the north. His Excellency addressed a few leading 
Chinese on the subject ; and Mr, Lee ‘Tuk Cheong, with his 
usual enerzy, began to work ina business-like manner. A 
meeting was held under the presidency of Mr. Leong Ou (Messrs. 
Gibb, Livingston and Co.’s compradore), and th 
raised thenand there amounted toover £4,000. 1 
mentality of the Tung Wab Hospital Committe at pre- 
sent in office as well as those out of office) an earnest appeal 
next made to ail the Chinesein Hong Kong, Mr. Le Yam Kai, 
the proprictor of the Tung Hing Theatre, headed the list with 
$1,000, while two anonrmons contributors subscribed each 
$1,000, one of the latter being a resident in Mu ‘The amount 
‘of subscriptions at present known is something like 815,000, be- 
aides 3,000 taels from the Chinchew Chinese ; but more is ex- 
pected,—so that the sum total from Chinese alone will be a few 
thousand dollars over 820,000. A goodly portion of the dona- 
tions has been callected, and 810,000 was sent throuzh the Hong 
Kong and Shanchai Bank last Friday, to the order of the 
China Merchants 8.8, Company, for dist: ibutionamongst the poor 
autferers, either in money or in rice, as the Company's directors 
think best ; and to aave time, the advice of remittance was made 
through the telegraph, The foreign ccmmunity, as already 
noted, have responded with equal liberality, over $4,000 having 
deen raised. 

Some discussicn of church matters has taken place in the local 
papers, A correspondent complains of some changes in the ser- 
vice at the Cathedral, and states that a severe frown at anything 
suggestive of “high” notions has become the order of the day.

CANTON. 

The China Mail states that the Viceroy of Canton when he 
was appealed to by the Foreign Committee of the Famine Relief 
Fund at Canton is said to have replied that he had always been 
a pure official, and that in consequence he was too poor to con- 
tribute anything, but that he would see by-and-by what could 
be done in the matter. Of course, the other otticiuis followed in 
his wake, and the result is that very little support has been 
obtained from the Chinese in that city. But there is no doubt 
that many would be only too glad to contribute something if the 
opportunity were given them ; and it is stated that a few of the 
wealthy Chinese there have sent down subscriptions to the 
Chinese Relief Fund Society in Hong Kong. 

By latest accounts the Chinese at Canton had set on foot 
several movements for the collection of subscriptions. The pro- 
moters of one scheme proposed the getting up of a subscription 
of $100,000, to be invested in the purchase of rice, which was to 
‘be conveyed to the districts in close proximity to the sufferers, 
and there sold at a profit of five mace per chek, the profit thus 
obtained being devoted to the purchase of rice for the sufferers.

MALACCA. 

The Hon, Captain Shaw, R.N,, left this Settlement for Penang 
to act as Lieutenant Governor there, by the B.LS.N. Company's 
steamer Himalaya, and his acting successor, the Hon, C.J. 

ving, arrived, together with his Excellency the Adminis- 
ator (the Hon. Colonel Anson, R.A.), in the Colonial 
steamer Pluto, from Singapore. “Both Government officials 
landed under a guard of honour, consisting of one captain, one 
lieutenant, three sergeants, two draminers, one piper, and fifty 
rank and file of Her Majesty’s 74th Resiment. Excellency 
the Administrator re-embarked, and shortly afterwards the Plato 
started for Perak and Penang. 

The British steamer Pyuk Pekket, Captain Joyce, from Penang 
(via the Native States,) arrived here, and left for Singapore the 
following afternoon, She took down from this seventeen long 
sentenced prisoners, in charge of Inspector Warne, and a 
guard of police, 

The Lord Bishop of Labuan and the Straits Settlements, who 
came as passenger, per steamer Japan, proceeds to Klang. His 
lordship preached at Christchurch, and held a confirmation. 























SINGAPORE. 

The present P. and O, mail brings advices from this port to 

the 19th April; the P. and 0, mail from London March 16 was 

received on the 16th April. We take the following items of 
intelligence from the Straits Times :— 

The chief event has been a great fire, which broke ont on the 


j premises of the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company about half-past 


four on the afternoon of Eriday, the 13th, and which has proved 
the greatest disaster in the history of the settlement. The fire 
began, how is unknown, in the workmen’s quarters, outside and 
to the east of the main entrance gate to the dock. It was low 
water at the time, and astrong breeze was blowing from the north- 
east, as is usual at this time of the year ; for the last two months 
the drought and heat have been excessive, and the wooden attap- 
covered buildings occupied by the workmen of the company were 
as inflammable as tinder ; all these elements were in favour of the 
fire, once it was kindled, and the result was, that, in spite of 
every effort, the whole of the workmen’s quarters were consumed. 
in about a quarter of an hour ; the fire extended ‘o other attap 
buildings across a road in the direction of the wind ; and from 
thence to the adjacent coal-sheda, where there were stored under 
attap roofs about 50,000 tons of coal ; in the course of an hour 
or 80 nearly the whole was one mass of flame and black smoke 5 
the shipping in the dock and at the wharves moved out toa 
safe distance ; and the question was whether the wharves and. 

odowns could be saved, the coal-sheds being in close proximity 

ehind them, and the brecze driving the smoke and flames right 
over them. Fire-engines, soldiers, sailors, police, directors, share-

vided the wind did noé rise, which it did uot, fortunately for 
the Compan ‘There was no loss of life. The coals on tire do 
not fall nich short of 45.000 tons, and the destruction of the 
Compan: s property has been estimated at $30,000, ‘The total loss 
sect ly the fire may be put at $430,000. The coals have been 
ever since, and it take two or three days 
more bef: the fire is finally extinguished, and not much of the 
coals will 1 saved. ‘Two centrifugal pumps and three of the 
Company's have been and still are harl at work, with gangs of 
coolics. throwing water on the burning coal. There was no in- 
terruntion in the regular business of the Company, two steamers 






























being duck aturday morning and several discharging and 
recei vi The value of the Company's shares has not 
Deen ni affected here, there being buyers at $115, but no 
seller e portion of the coal, one-halé it is said, was not 


covered! with insurance, but on this point no certain information 
has been obtainable. 








‘The famine in the North of China has attracted the attention 
and concern of che Chinese community here, and, through the 








exertions of the Hon. J. Douglas, C. M. G., the Colonial Sec- 
retary, and three of the leading Chinese residents, the Hon. 
H.A.'K. Whampoa, Mr. Tan Seng Poh, and Mr. Tan Beng 
Swee, the handsome sum of $17,178 has been subscribed among 
the Chiucse community and remitted for the relief of the 
sufferers in the Shantung province. 

Cholera is in our midst and decimating the Natives and the 
Eurasian community. The cause, there is no doubt, is the scar- 
city and bad quality of the water supplied to the town. So 
many as twenty deaths a day are reported, and a sort of semi- 
panic exits among the natives, which greatly conduces to the 
prose dd fatality of the epidemic. The authorities have 
done their best to meet the emergency by the distribution of 
medicines and disinfectants, and by taking other sanitary pre- 
cautions. but a change in the weather and a downpour of rain 
would he most successful in staying the disease. There is gre 
and well-grounded dissatisfaction felt and expreased with regard 
to our water-works and the absence of the two Chief Engineers 
of the Colony, 
.. The secoud Criminal Assizes of the year was opened by the 
Actiug Chief Justice, the Hon. T.T. Ford, on the 13th April.

to maintain the authority of princes and headmen. 

“They will also have seen what a measure of reat and welfire 
those provinces enjoy under Netherlands supremacy, within the 
broad shelter, as it were, of a wide-spreading tree. 

“To call into being a similar state of things for the whole of 
Atchin also is the object of the Government. 

oo appeal to you to co-operate most vigorously for that end, 
with which your own interests are most closely connected — 
each of you iu his own country in the first place ; but also in 
conzert with my representative here, by using your infuence 
to restrain the still hostile portion of the population from farther 
resixtance. 

“To the headmen still in hostility you may say in my name 
that should they willingly submit they may not only reckon 
upon forgiveness and lenity, but also upon my intention to 
maintain their lawful authority, just as ix the cave with all the 
other headmen. 

“J personally wish to leave you a memorial of my visit here, at 
moreover, it is my will, that as an abiding memorial of that visit, 
effect be given to the promise formerly made to you, to rebuild 
the great mosque, after the submission of Atchin.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsTeRDay, May 15. 

The Minister of the Colonial Department, Mr. Alting Mees, made a 
most important statement at the sitting of the Sceond Clumber 
which was held last Saturday. It related to the financial condition of 
our colonies in the East. In plain words, the Minister said that les 
jours de fétc sont passis for the adorers of the golden calf, ‘I'ae balance 
of the year 1575 leaves a net profit of £.9.180,000, or £.3,180,000 more 
than the estimate was; of this sum rests at disposil an amount of 
£,6,400,000, out of which must be covered £.570,000, being the deficit of 
the book years 1867-75. Regarding the year 1876 the Minister said, 
that they did not yet possess the necessary statements to make up the 
balance, but he could say that the result will be avery bad one. The 
eosts of the war with Atchin will undoubtedly be higher than those of 
1875. The sales of Government produce have given less profits than in 
former years, notwithstanding that the coflee crop was eo large that the 
Government bad tospend six millions more to pay the wages for planting 
thequantity, Summa summarum, the Minister estimated the unfavour- 
able balance for 1876 at fourteen to sixteen millions of guilders. Mr, 
Blussé Van Oud-Alblas stated that all that the Minister had aaid con- 
firmed the fears which prevailed, that the moagre years were coming, 
He thanked Mr. Mees for the elucidations given, and he still only 
wished to know whether the quantity of coffve at disposal was larger 
than in former years, Upon this demand the Minister aaid that the 
sales of cotfee would produce a somewhat higher amount than the 
estimates were. I need scarcely to add that these ciphers made tauch 
impression. The Liberal papers show that there is yet no reason for 
weeping, as the Conservatives do, but that it is the duty of our 
Government to reorganise our system of taxes, and to introduce 
sone in Java, in order to provide in the monetary wants buth for 
the mother country and the colonies. Messrs, Mackay, Van dor 
Kany, Van Baar, and Van Harinxma having been appointed 
judges they have been obliged to take their dismissal as Members 
of Parliament; they, of course, can be re-elected. In tho current 
of the week the question was brought forward in the debate of the 
Second Chamber, to which reasons it must be ascribed that the export 
-of Java sugar to Holland decreases, The Minister stated that all that 
had been exported from Java during the last three or four years has 
been shipped in foreign vessels, which proves that our vessels cannot 
compete with those of other countries. Mr. Blussé would not axree 
with this argument ; he was of opinion that the true reason ought to 
be svught in the abolition of the differential rights. Herewith the 
matter dropped. Though an enormous opposition prevailed against 
the Bill to reorganise the Military Academy at Breda, tho Minister of 
the War Department won the battle. It was approved by 53 aginst 
22 votes. ‘The Sill was, however, amended in such a liboral sense that 
some of the thick and thin eupporters of the Ministry voted agninst it. 
‘The wembers of the Second Chamber will leave the Hague this week, 
80 that the Session must be regarded as closed, The First Chamber is 
convoked on the 2nd inst, 

‘The Stats Courant states that the Government has forwarded to the 
Governments of Russia and Turkey a circular, as soon as the war was 
declared, stating that the Netherlands would remain strictly neutral 
in this strug-le, The Dutch residents in both these countries are 
eautioued to do nothing which could endaager this ueutrality. 

A diplomatic correspondence is now goiug on between the Govern- 
ments of Eugland, France, and Belgiuin about the new sugar-conven- 





























tion which was concluded at Paris. The delay is caused by Holland, 
whose representatives even declined to sign the protocu! in which they 
co-operated. Tho reasons of this delay are, it ig said, a 
which was inserted in the said document, by which the 
Governments are empowered to abvlish in their respeetive countrics 
the sugar-duties, and if this occurred abroad, cur Government. would 
be obliged to do the same, which would cause a loss to our Treasury of 
about five millions a year. It is now a question whether England, 
France and Belgium are on the eve of concluding a uew treaty, exclud- 
ing Holland, 

It is the intention of the Government to establish in our principal 
towns statistical bureaux, This meusure will be introduced on the 
Ist January, 1878.

THE CIVIL WAR IN JAPAN. 

THE latest telegraphic accounts from Japan show that 
the confident statements in previous official despatches to 
the effect that the rebellion was so far subdued that an end 
had been practically put to it, have proved to be premature. 
Je still continues, and, although success is on the 
Imperial soldiers, it is clear that the victories 
which the Government announce have been by no means 
easy of achievement. Several battles it appears have been 
fought, and another army corps has reached Kagoshima, a 
large portion of which town has been burnt. The Imperial 
arms are declared victorious, but how far they have had to 
strugyle for their success is left involved in mystery. It is 
evident, however, that the outbreak has been of a much 
more formidable character than the Japanese have been at 
all disposed to admit, and it is to be regretted that so much 
pains have been taken in official quarters to hush up the 
truth, which was bound by degrees to come out, and in- 
deed, could hardly fail to be shrewdly guessed at, by those 
who could read between the lines, from the glowing reports 
which were given by themselves. According to the latest 
advices, the «isbursements on the war for the months of 
March and April amounted to no less than $5,600,000, and 
it is quite certain that however successful the Government 
may be in ultimately crushing the rebellion, they will be 
able to doso only at an expenditure of funds, which will tell 
seriously upon them. 

















MISSIONARY LABOURS IN CHINA. 

Tue Reports which have been received by the leading’ 
Societies of the work accomplished by the various Missions 
in China during the past year are, upon the whole, en- 
couraging. They show that progress is being gradually, 
but surely, made, and that the number of Chinese con- 
verts has been upon the increase in all the more important 
places. Those who have had experience of the combined 
subtlety and obstinacy which form so prominent a feature 
in the Chinese character, have often despaired of any real 
progress being made by the propagators of Christianity 
among them ; but facts prove that the field is better than, 
upon merely abstract grounds, could be expected. Although 
it is impossible to deny that some of the Chinese who flock to 
the Missions are not very sincere in thvir professions, or that 
in some instances Chinese have joined them merely fur the 
sake of material advantage, it is beyond doubt that many 
true converts have been made, and that the general influence 
of the Missionaries has been for good, and has tended, if not 
in all cases directly, at least indirectly, towards the ulti- 
mate accomplishment of the great object which they have 
in view. The conversion of any large number of Chinese 
to Christianity must of necessity be a work of very slow 
growth ; and it is an error to hope for great results in a 
direct form. We must be content if the work proceeds 
gradually, and indeed are justified in regarding anything 
short of retrogression as being something in the direction 
of progress. Looked at in this light, the accounts which 
have been given in the reports and speeches at the meet- 
ings just held are eminently satisfactory and encouraging. 
We regret, however, to notice that one of the speakers in- 











the various communities with whom they come into con- 
tact, instead of, as is sometimes undoubtedly the case, 
holding so much aloof that they are unable to put into 
force the very salutary influence which it would otherwise be 
in their power to exert. It would be a good thing if mis. 
sionarics considered that they have some duties towards 
their own countrymen in China as well as towards the 
natives ; and we are confident that if they were to do so, 
they would find themselves able to make their fellow- 
countrymen better in China, which would be more useful 
than abusing them at home. Such a course can attain no 
good object, and only has the effect of weakening the mission 
cause by withdrawing from it many who would otherwise 
be glad to extend their aid to it, and who have always, 
when called upon for assistance, been found willing to step 
forward and give it their hearty and liberal eupport. 





By the last French mail we note the arrival of Mons 
P. G1QuEL, the director of the Arsenal at Foochow, together 
with a number of Chinese, who have come over for the 
purpose of obtaining instruction, and whose intended 
departure from China has been from time to time spoken 
of in the papers there. M. GIQUEL comes in the capacity 
of foreign director, Lt FUNG-Pao, a Chinese mandarin of 
the third rank, assisted by three Chinese Secretaries and 
attaches, being the Chinese director. There are twenty- 
cight otticers just arrived, who, with two already here make 
thirty in all. Of these, twelve are to come to this country, 
all of whom are naval officers, and who are to be put in 
the fleet or in Government establishments. The sixteen 
for France are to study naval architecture at the Forges 
et Chantiers de la Mediterranée at La Seyne and Mar- 
seilles, and will also receive instruction at the mines at 
Creuzot. They are to remain in Europe three or four 
years.

GREAT NORTHERN TELEGRAPH COMPANY OF

Abridged report of the annual general meeting, held at Copen- 
hagen on the 2sth April, 187; f Zahle, Esq., presided. The 
Chairman, C. F. Tietgen, Esq., reported upon the Company's 
busiuess during the past year as follows :. 

I—The Oubles in Europe. 

‘Tue Srate oF THE Castes had generally been satisfactory during 
the year 1876, The cable between England and Sweden Lad bea 
interrupted in the month of September, in consequence of chafing on 
rocky bottora near the English coast ; the repairs had however beeu 
completed on the 5th October, and the company had not suffered any 
loss by this interraption, as the traitic meanwhile had been direc 
over the company’s other two North Sea cables. The interruption of 
the company’s cable between Denmark and France had unfortunately 
been of more seriou nature. One interruption occurred early in the 
year, aud another towards the end of the month of November, The 
directors had not thought it advisable to attempt the repair of the 
latter during the winter, and the restoration of the cable was there 
fore not completed until the month of April this year. The cause of 
these interruptions had, as on former occasions, been the rupture of the 
cable by anchors of fishing boats ; every attention had been given to 
the matter, and it was hoped that by the insertion of heavier cable in 
the more exposed places such accidents would in future be preven

Starr oF Tm Caprs.—The interruptions of the Cables which in 
1875 smounted together to 89 days had in 1876 amounted to 50 
days, divided over the different sections of the cables as follows : Hong 
Kong—Shanghai, 28; Shanghai--Nagasaki, 17; and Nagasaki— 
Wladiwostock, 5 days. The interruptions had, as usual, been caused 
by anchors, with the exception of one interruption between Nagasaki 
and Whutiwostock, which had been caused by chafing of the cable on 
the rocky ground off the coast of Korea, and it hai therefore been 
Accided ‘to alter the position of the cable on that spot, and to rephice 
it with a heavier type. All tho repairs had been effected by meats of 
the company's repairing steamer, the Jf. C. Orsted, Great. praise was 
due to the captain of that ateamer and the company’s engineer for the 
prompt and successful manner in which the work had been done. 

Tuarric Ructirts,— Including an extraordinary contribution of 
£170,187 from the Eastern Extension Company, paid in consequence 
of the lengthened interruptien of the cables of that company, and in 
accordance with the Joint Purse Agreement existing between the two 
companies, the total receipts had been £.3,059,887, Comparing this 
result with 1575 an inerease of about f.1,160,000 was shown, attributable 
partly to the ahove-named amount from the Eastern Extension Com- 
pany, but muinly to the introduction of the word tariff ; which, whilst 
having proved Eeneficial to the company had been no less advantageous 
to the public, From the Ist June the word-rate system will likewise 
be adopted for the local trattic between the diilerent stations in China 
and Japan. 

‘Tue Laxp Lives rx THE Easteay part oF Ressts.--The frequent 
jnterruptions of these lines during the Summer of 1876 had caused the 
directors to make representations to the Russian Government, which 
resulted in the appointment of a mixed Commission, consisting of dele- 
gates of the Russian department and of officers of this company, who 
are now on an expetition in that part of Russia through whieh the 
lines connecting Europe with the company’s cables to Japan and China 
pass, ‘The object of the commission is to inspect and re-organise thes» 
lines as far as the extra European trafic on the same is concerned. 

RELATIONS TO THE Russtay Goversment.—The appointment of the 
Commission referred to proves the great interest which tho Russian 
Government takes in the undertakings of the company, and the Go- 
vernment has still the intention a3 soon as circumstances permit to 
lend that material aid to the duplication of the company's cables in the 
Chinese and Japanese seas, the conditions of which were submitted to 
and approved of by the extraurdinary general meeting held on the 25th 
Angust, 1876. 

The Russian Telegraph Administration have moreover engaged a 
number of the company's officers for their stations fu the eastern part 
of Russia, and no doubt the infusion of this fresh blood would tend to 
‘a further improvement in the service. 

Retatioxs To The CHINESE GoveRNseyt—The cancelling of the 

agreement with the Chinese authorities with reference to the Amoy 
Foochow Land Line bas been completed by the payment of the in- 
wsreed upon, as referred to at a previous meeting. 
-legraph School at Foochow, established by the company at tho 
request of the Chinese authorities, had now beea fully at work for 
about a year, and had given perfect satisfaction to the Coverninent, 
who are’ now in treaty with the Cotpany fora renewal of the con- 
tract relating to that school, The Foochow Government authorities had 
expressed a wish to establish land lines in the Island of Formosa, and 
to employ the pupils of the school for the erection of the same ; as 
yet, however, uuthing definite had been arranged with the company. 

‘BataNce Sitcet.—‘he Chairman referred to the different items iu the 
balance sheet, and the final dividend for 1876 was fixed at 24 kroner 
(28. 94.) per ‘share, after the reserve fund (now amounting to £55,003

MISSIONS IN CHINA. 

Onthe 1Sthinst. theeighty-third annual meeting of the London Mission 
ary Society waa held at Exeter-hall,all the portions of which available for 
secing and hearing were closely packed with an audience, composed, for 
by far the moat part, of Congregationalists, who have virtually mude 
this Evangelising agency their own, although it is a cardinal principle 
of the Sucicty that it should seek to spread the Gospel indepeudently 
of any particular form of Church Government. There were, however, 
present many Christians of other denominations, the Chairman himself, 
the Earl of Northbrook, late Viceroy and Governor-General of Iudia, 
being among the number, who was surrounded on the platform nob 
only by a host of Congregational ministers, but bya fair sprinkling also 
of clergymen belonging to every Evangelical body. Of influential lay- 
men present may be named Sir Charles Reed, Mr. Henry Richard, M.P., 
Sir W. Muir, Alderman Barran, M.P. (Leeds), Mr. W. H. Wills 
(Bristol), and’ Alderman Manton (Birmingham). Lord Northbrook 
attributed his having been asked to take the chair on that oc- 
casion to his known sympathy with missionary enterprise, as showa 
by the warm support he had always given to the Church Mission- 
ary Society and other kindred organisations, including that whose 
claims ho was there to advocate that day, In justification 
of his acceptance of the invitation he appealed to the cathutic basis of 
the London Missionary Society, as secured by tho cardinal article of ite 
constitution referred ‘to above. He was glad of the opportunity of 
avowing his agreement with that broad principle, because in certain 
quarters there seemed to be a disposition to tie down all evangelising 
etfort to a given ecclesiastical routine, He had been indulged with the 
perusal of the society's report beforehand, and had read it with the 
deepest interest, He referred to the work ite missionaries were doing 
in the West Indies, the South Seas, Madagascar, and South Africa, and 
also gave some valuable information as to what has been done in China 
during the pst year, The last-named country, the report stated, had 
formed one of the most promising fields of Mission labour, the oight 
principal stations there having been well supplied with both English 
and native Missionaries, From Peking Dr. Edkins stated that on 
his return to the city last April he found the work growing strongly 
on every side. His visita to the country stations were repeated, and 
within cight months no less than fifty-three persons were baptised. At 
Tientsin the Rev. J. Lees states that endeavours are made to leave the 
charge of the Mission entirely in the bands of the native pastors. Of 
course it is known that the forcisn clement isin the background, but 
it is hoped the time will come when the foreign Migsionaries can with- 
draw. ‘The report from the Rev. Griffith John at Hankow has been re- 
ceived with the greatest satisfaction. ‘The Gospel has been preached 
there to thousands who nover heard it before, and the nuuiber of ad- 
inissiona has been very large as compared with any previous year, many: 
converts being brought in by the uative members theuiselves, "From 
Hong Kong equally cheering uccounts have been received. The

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Rev. Dr. Fitel says that the past year was marked with o greater 
Gegree of success than any previous year both as regards the Hong 
Kong and the Poklo Churches. Thore bas been a large addition 
in numbers and also a marked increase in earnestness. Among 
other matters Dr. Eitel gives a full account of the numerous church 
meetings and the discussions involved in tho effort of tho church to 
arrange for its definite orgaaiention, both because it is the rale of the 
Socivty, and because it is right in itself. Dr. Eitel left the members 
to arrange these details in the manner which they should deem most 
convenicnt aud edifying to themselves. He was only anxious that as 
far as possible the system adopted should fall in with the ordinary line 
of the uses of native life, and so prove natural and easy to work, 
He remarks that the native metibers took the liveliest interest in the 
matter and exhibited remarkable intelligence in their legislation. 

At the recent meeting of the Wesleyan Missionary Society (of which 
@cummary report has already besa given), the Rev. W. Scarborough 
and the Rev. F. W. Briges, M.A., epoke with reference to missionary 
work in China. Tho former gentleman said that when we think of the 
intercourse of China with our own country during the last one or two 
hundred years no more interesting chapter of modern history can be 
found than that an Ambassador from the Emperor of China is now 
settled in our own metropolis, [t was possible thia might bave an 
influence on China, and men were beginning anxiously to iuquire about 
the future of China, It seemed to him, in fact, that China is passing 
through the throes of a mizhty development. Chinn is struggling into 
something higher, and better, and mightier than she has been in the 
past. There is a struggle into aympathy with the spirit of the vine. 
teenth century. She has discovered the importance of steam, and of 
digging up her treasures of coal and iron, She has got trade in her 
own hands, and it was said that China even intends to set up business 
firms in London, and in the great centres of England, the Continent, 
and the United States, Now men generally are wondering what will 
be the future of this great country.” What will be the result of this 
wonderful development t He thought, as Christian men and women, 
one thing we have to look after is tho welfare of our own holy re- 
ligion in that great Empire. The undertaking to convert China tu the 
faith of Jesns Christ was a stupendous undertaking, yet the Church of 
the present day is committed to this undertaking.’ “It was a mission 
Tather to a continent than a country, for China is a continent with a 
population of 300 millions of people. China is one-tenth of the whole 
habitable(lube, and one-third of Asia, There are 17,660 square miles 
to each pafish, which is as large as Lincolushire, Lancashire, Yorkshire, 
and the principality of Wales all put together ; and if Great Britain 
and Ireland were supplied in the same geographical ratio, they would 
have but six or seven migisters between them.

July, 1849. Sir J. Brooke, having previously eollceteL his own native 
forces of Malays and Dyaks, had proceeded with them and the British 
force, under Captain Facguiar, to blockwle the entrances of that river, 
and encountered them at thy mouth of the Surebs by uyonlisht. 
Some forced their way up the river, some were Wrecked and cap- 
sized in the strugsle; but the greater part of the pirates, sume 
3,000 in number, panic-strieken, ran their Loats on shore and cole 
lected on a spit of land, where, as his native followers showed him, 
they might all have been easily cut off by the English and Native 
force, or surrounded and starved to death. He, however, firmly re- 
strained those why were thus eager to avenge the bloud of their elas 
tives and friends, shed year after year by these ruthless mum lerers 5 
and, much to the discontent of his own people, called them: off and al 
lowed these pirates to escape to their homes.” It was, moreover, not 
only a righteous act in those who were acquainted with the circum 
stances xt the time, but was afterwards regarded assuch Ly the pirates 
themselves ; for, on going among thei subsequently, L ones and azain 
heard fromthe lips of scme who had escaped that they thought the 
Rajah bad acted justly towards them and kept his word like «true 
man, He had beaten them fairly m te xi 
old custom gf going to sea for heads and plunder every year, and they 
had in consequence been obliged to give up builling war bonakoage 
and to build trading boata instesd, tv collect produce to trade with 
and to mind their farms themselves, which, after all, they comfe-sed 
was better for them, And so, indeed, it hit been; for ever since vhey 
have given up their predatory life they have proved themecives the 
most enterprising, capable, and industrious of the sea Dyak tribes, 
among whom Tam happy to say our Church missions are huw natking 
good progress.

Foreign Goons. 

Tfailed utterly to obtain a trustworthy list of prices of foreign 
gools, but I asvertained that they were brought here from Bhiuno 3 
wellas Yunnwfu. in fact, this city forms at present the terminus 
of the foreigu cotton guols trade rid Bhamo. We were fortunate 
to arrive while the famous yearly fair was going on, which years 
ago was attended by Lamas from Thibet, Aborigines from Wei 
si, Burmese, Cochin Chinese, and, in short, people from all the 
adjaent countries, anl froim eleven out of eighteen of the 
Chinese provinces. They brought Burmese goods, such as jade 
and other precious stunes, pearls, musk, deer horns, and the like, in 
exchange for raw and manufactured silk, satin, copper, and other metals. 
When We visited the fair, the only strangers present were people called 
Ku tsung, from ihe neighbourhowd of Wei-si and Bathe. They were 
larger of limb and more strongly built than the Chinese, and also more 
dirty. Their biack hair was curly, though otherwise they resembled 
the Chinese in countenance, coloar and form, ‘They brought down 
home-made woollen cluth fur sale, specimen of which is forwarded 
herewith, and medicines, taking back salt in exchange. The only 
foreign goods we saw in the iair were Turkey reds, said to be brought 
from the Yangtsze anl from Canton, soue ganze said to come from 
Burma, aud wax matches of European mabuiacture. There was a 
very large supply of local imcdicines, satnples of which I forward here- 
with, and also “a large quantity of native-made cotton eloth. ‘The 
rhubarb was said to be fou the neighbourhood of Li-kiang fu, in 
the north uf the provinee, The rest of the goods were merely the 
ordinary articles of Chinese domestic consumption. In fact) the 
authorities stated that, owing to the disturbed condition of the 
country, the fair was ulerely nominal, the people simply taking the 
goods ‘out of thuir shops and exhibiting them in stalls outside the 
west gate, 





















































Tne Lan tsan River. 

On the 25th April, after a steep descent, we crossed the Lan_tean 
River ona spout Uridge, named Tsi hung eb'iag (Rainbow Bridze). 
Like the bridye at Nan-wa-tan, it is composed of a roadway of wooden 
planks laid across large iron chains passing over stone piera, aud 
attached to the rocks behind. ‘The bridge was provided with ‘stays, 
and, although the span was 130 feet, the oscillation was unimportant, 
even when riding over it on a mule. In ancient days a suspension 
bridge of bambuo ropes was used (such as are common now over the 
smaller streams, where, the trattic being limited to human passengers, 
they are quite serviceable), which was constantly out of repair, owing 
to the immense span and the wear and strain caused by beasts of bur- 
den. In the fourteenth century iron stanchions were fastened into the 
rocks on either side, and a rope fastened to them stretched across the 
river, to which a ferry-Luat was attached. The rapidity of the current 
capsized the boat sv oiten, and so many lives were lost, that a wooden 
bridge was in some ingenious manner thrown across the river, Ere 
ong it, was burnt down, whereupon, in the year 1502, au iron suspen- 
sion bridge was built. 

On the 26th the Mission reached tho prefectural city of Yungebang 
fu, once the comercial rival of Ta-li fu, and now in even a still more 
battered condition. 1t is situated in a plain about three miles and 
upwards in breadth, and said to be eighteen miles in length. ‘The 
town is built at the base of a range of mountains called Tai pan shan, 
and is very oll, having been furnished with a mud wall a.p. 744. At 
the end of the fourteenth century it was surrounded by the present 
brick wall, enclosing a hill which formerly commanded the town. It 
is about four miles in circumference, being upwards of a mile in length, 
towards the mountains, and three-fourths of a mile in breadth. Like 
other Yeunan cities, the suburbs were entirely destroyed. The plain 
was only partly cultivated, but well irrigated, one vast reservoir mea 

ing at least 400 yards by 200 yards, 

‘Tkero was ecarcély any trade going on here; a few shirtings and a 
little Russian cloth fomid their way from Yunnan fa, but the great 
trade of the place was opium. Formerly the city carried ona large 
trade in indigo, paper, wax, glue, cotton cloth, tung oil, mannfactured 
silk, bamboo cloth, articles made of deer skin, chess men, (sent all over 
the Empire), and gauze, manufactured by white barbarians (Shans ?). 
‘The mulberry and nan-miu trees grew in this department, and excellent 
tea was produced in the adjacent Meng tung mountains, M. 
nier’s Chinese work refers to a silver mine in Yung pling district. 

Tur SaLwet 

On the 39th the Mission crossed the Nu-kiang, or Salween, on a sus- 
pension bridge of two spans, about 500 feet in length, the iron chains 
being attached to a stone pier built on the shelving bed of the river at 
the edge of the deep water channel. The span over the deep bed was 
about 270 feet in length, and the ono over the bed exposed during the 
dry season was about 290 feet in length. ‘This bridge was built during 
tho present dynasty; under the Ming rule, passengers crossed in a 
ferry-boat capible of helding 100 persons, It is a deep, rapid, turbid 
stream, bringing down, like the Lantsan, an enormous volume of water 
‘even in the dry season, Yunnan is notorious amongst the Chinese 
for its pestilential climate, aud this particular spot has for several 
centuries attained such a bad character as to be regarded as im- 
possible during the hot season, ‘The reason assigned by Chinese 
writers is the retention by its precipitons banks of the pesti= 
Tential gases bronglt down by the river, ‘The anthoritios at 
Yunnan fu deserihed these gases as b ible to the naked eye, 
and invariably of a green, hlne, ard red colour, and of causing the 
traveller to bived pro the eyes, nose, mouth, and ears. So 
great was the that the officer comananding the ex 
started from his kalving before daylight in order to eross the river be- 
fore the sim row, On the other side the river the land runs with a 
gentle declivity to the base of a range of hills three or four 1iles dis- 
tant, the whole of the ground having been laid down in terraces and 
irrigated.

Descxrtioy oF tHe Couxtry, 

Having given above, as briedy as possible, a description of the country 
traversed by the Mission, I ust point out that the-richest part of the 
provinee, the south, was leit unvisited. ‘The lite French Mccong expe= 
dition either saw themselves or received trustworthy iniormation of 
gold at Talon, in the sub-dcpartment{ot Yuen-kiang ; copper atjSin-long- 
chang, in the sane department ; salt at two places ‘near Esmok, in the 
department of P’u-erh ; cinuabar at Esmok; iron at Kang-hwa, in the 
sub-lepartment of Yuen-kiung chow, in great abundance, as also 
betieen the district cities ot Shi-p'ing and T’ung-hai, in the department 
of Lin-gan fu; while the argentiferous lead ore in the same de- 
partment has long beea famous throughout China, According to 
Chinese statistical works, gold, silver, lead, iron, tin, zinc, and copper 
are to by found in several pices in the province ; while jade and atuber 
are to be met withut the north of Momein, and many kinds of precious 
stones, including sapphires, lapis-lazuli, turquoise, agates, &e., at the 
south. In short, a volume would be required to point out all the 
mineral wealth of this richly-endowed provinee, 

‘As regards vegetable wealth the province is considerably larger than 
Great Britain, being estimate? at 107,967 square miles, which, with 
the exception of a few lakes and precipitous mountain sides, are un- 
questionably fertile, As I have already mentioned, the country pre- 
sents to the unscientific eye a confused sea of mountains, sotae with @ 
trend from north to south, contiguous to others from ‘cast to west, 
having no table land or anything approaching a plateau, nor any lead 
ing or main ranges. Between these mountains are valleys of every 
form and shape, the size depending generally on the elevation, At ® 
high elevation the valley is narrow ; lower down it becomes broader, 
being fringed with smaller ones, and is the seat of a valley or district 
city; while lower still it, with’ others converges into a sual plain, 
containing a departmental city and sometimes a lake, Ata still lower 
depth arc the courses of the large rivers, whose great volumes of water 
have worn, during tho course of centuries, profound channels many 
hundreds of feet in depth through the yielding argillaceous sandstone 
or chalk. 

Of this vast surface not one-twenticth part is at present cultivated 
or put to any use whatavever ; for, although not only the whole of the 
valleys, but & yery fair proportion of the hill sides have been carefully 
terraced and supplied with water channels, yet only a small part of the 
patty ground has hitherto been broken up. The land under cultivation, 
moreover, is very swuall, even in proportion to the scanty inhabitants, 
compared with the north of China, and ean only be accounted for by 
tho greater dit'iculty experienced in keeping down weeds in such a fer- 
tile roi] and aild climate, as well as thesearcity of manure. ‘The latter, 
for the most part, consists of buffalo dung, which ie plastered on to the 
sides of the cottages to dry, straw strewn in shady places on the hi 
ways whereon to induce and reecive the stale of passing

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opium gathering in May. ‘The eapsules are scored at three difer 
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intervals by the operators, the first scraping being the best. Yunnan 
opinm is superior in quality to Szechuen, which again is considered 
better than that grown in other provinces, and, consequently, the for- 
mer is largely consumed in Szechuen, Hupeh, Hunan, Shausi and 
Shenai, although themselves opium-producing provinces. 

At present some unprepared silk is imported into Bhamo from Sze- 
chuen vic Yunnan, ‘The quantity is unimportant now, but, in former 
years a large trade was done with Barmah in yellow silk, which was the 
Product of the province itself. Before the rebellion it was well-known 
silk-producing conntry, the department of Yunnan fu being fauous for 
its satin, while silk was likewise produced in the departments of Yung 
chang, Yuen-kiang, Lin-gan, Shun-ning, Li and King-tang. ‘This 
industry will require a few years longer to revive, ag We know, by a 
aad experience, that mulbemy trees destroyed during Chinese civil 
war require soine time for replicement. I entertain nu doubt that this 
trade will be vigorously resnied, in the first place, because the climate 
is admirably suited to silkworms, a bracing winter iollowing a hot 

muner ; and also becanse the Chinese, althongh znable to devise any 
improvement in any branch of industry, or tu develop the resuurces of 
their own rich country, yet are, in most instanees, able to resume an 
industry they have once carried on, 

Tue Saut Weis, 

T have alrendy mentioned that the nuterons salt wells of this pro- 
vince have beew noted for centuries ; it is, thereiore, curious to find 
that this is probably the only part of China which consames British 
salt, its importation being prohibited by treaty. Captain Cooke, the 
British Resident at Bhat, informed me that the town imported from 
500 to G50 tons yearly, aud that 1,000 ules’ load went thence to 
Yunnan fu in the month of March last. Asan instance of the difi- 
culty of obtaining information, I may wention that we were informed 
oy the Sult Counnissioner at Yunnan fu that the province was supplied 
from salt mines withia its boundaries, and that the onl 
in Szechuen, I little thought that the salt mines referred to were at 
Northwich. Tobaceo was seen growing ali along the route in su! 
quantities to meet the consumption of the inkabitants, which is meh 
greater in proportion here than on the sea-board, owing to the custom 
of stnoking the rolled leaf. as highly appreciated by the Mission.

As before mentioned, we met tea coming from Estok and the Kuang 


Mountains, in the department of P'u-'rh, There must be a large 
quantity grown in the south of the province, as throughout the journey 
every collection of huts contained a shed in which hot tea was'sold_ to 
the poorest passengers, a sure sign in China of the neighbourh ood 0 
a tea-growing district, yn-tea-producing countries, not only the 
coolies, but the poorer officials, are obliged to content themselves with 
drinking hot water. This tea was of quite a delicate flavour, and su- 
Pperior to any roadside tea I hal ever previously tasted, 
MINERAIS. 

With regard to the development of the mineral wealth, mines cannot 
be opened without the express permission of the authorities. It is well 
established that the late civil war originated in a quarrel about certain 
copper mines. I was informed by an official of hich rank, who had 
speut some Fears in the province, that, whenever the Muliommedars 
Wished to work amine, the Chinese would seize the site, when the 
Mahommedans wonld petition the local authorities, who would decide 
in favour of one of the parties. ‘Thereapon the other side would inake 
neonsiderable present, and the decision would be reversed in their 
favunr. This and the irritating behaviour of the Chinese generally so 
exasperated the Mahommedans that, after many rivts and inuch Ulvol- 
shed, they broke out into open rebellion, 

Valve OF THE DE. 

With regard to the present trade, Captain Cooke, who has made a 
study of the questiun, states that about 25,000 bales of cotton, amount- 
ing, at 50 rupees per bale, to the value of 1,250,000 rupees, are sent 
yearly from Barmah to Yunnan, together with a ¢« 
of British salt (Bhamo consumes from 500 to 690 tens yearly), piece 
ing in exchanse Yuunan, Shan, and Kakhy‘en opium, 
3 imaunds of orpiinent (the Bhamo maund is the equivalent of 80 
Ibs. avoindupois); iron and copper inule into cowking pans in order to 
escape the tax on the raw inaterial, and auadries, suc ed Fruits, 
chestnuts, &e. Captain Couke computes the total value uf the present 
trade, including both roads, to amount, at a liheral estimate, to £250,050 
yearly. ‘This sun is simy ler ‘that, on the 
one part, there is the v: ilth of Yunnan, and, on the 
other, in addition to steam coumunication with India and Europe, the 
great valley of the Irrawaddy, equal in inherent powers of production 
to the valleys of the Nile or Euphrates, and which, from its incom: 
Parable irrijation capabilities, would, if inh and cultivated, be 
probably the most productive valley in the world, 

‘To show the difference between this petty restricted traffie and the 
trade attainable at atmart opened to foreign trate, L may instance the 
case of a port (Newelwang) opened in 1961, outside the Great Wall, in a 
country frozen up for nearly five ont of every twelve months, and 
which has been deseribed Ly a resident missionary as “of all savage 
regions, taking a distinguished rauk, for the aridity of the soil and the 
Figour of the climate.” Under these hard eonditions the chief exports 
are beans, grown during the suramer, medicines gathered amongst the 
mountains, and fungus, “whose cheapness,” says the appreciative 
foreign Collector of Castoms, “makes it a formidable rival to the sape- 
rior but more expensive produet coming from Yanuan.” Never 
Jees, the total value of the trade earried on in forcign bottoms at Newel 
wang, aa shown by the foreign Custom-house 
amounta to T1s.4,183,000, which, at the 
21,045,750 ; and on adding one half, a very mod

of a superior quality, aa also the most delicate tea in the empire, grow- 
ing over a very extensive range of mountains, opium, Tung oil, white 
insect wax, formerly exported largely to other provinces, vegetable 
tallow, silk, and tobacco, in addition to its enormous mineral wealth, 
while its roads, though steep and toilsome, are not, as in parts of the 
plains in China, often impassable or founderous during the sumuer 
rains, it would not be presumptuous to predict, were Bhamo situated 
on the sea-buard, that the trade between Burmah and Yunnan, under- 
populated and misgoverned as that province ia, would speedily equal 
that carried on in foreign bottoms (exclusive of the large native juuk 
trale) in such small ports as Kinkiang, Chinkiang, and’ Ningpo, ‘viz, 
£3,000,000 sterling and upwards per annum in total value, Unfortu: 
nately the rates of freight on the Irrawadi are excessively high ; the 
trade is at present « monopoly in the hands of the most powerfal per- 
sons in the two respective countries ; while the British merchant would 
nut be able to avail himaclé in Barmah of the privilege of extra-terri- 
toriaiity which he enjoys in China, . 

In conclusion, I must observe that very great difficulty was experi- 
enced by the Mission in obtaining any information on commercial 
matters, in conseystence of obatacl-s thrown in the way by certain 
fficials, Respectable traders were unwilling to give, the prices of the 
goods ia their own shops, while, from the depopulation, the majors af 
the common people met with were as ignorant of everything counectet 
with the province as strangers might be expected to be. No statistics 
of trade could be obtained which would not be utterly mislewding

COAST OF SYRIA. 

‘A correspondent at Kaifa, one of the German Templar,

Ina number of newspapers we read that the European colo 
nies of the Tempel” at Kaifa, Jatfa, Sarona, and Jerusalem 
are in great danger, from fanatical outbreaks of the Moslems. It 
is true we Europeans and Americans here are approaching datk 
times, for as soon as the political situation of ‘Turkey becomes 
still more precarious, that is in case it would be beaten int 
Russian-Turkish war, then the Moslem fanaticism, which 
being well prepared for such an event, will be seriously felt by 
us, and particularly by the Christians in the interior. We ar 
therefore very thankful to the Governments of England, Ger 
many, and Austria for the promises they have made in resanl 
to our protection, although np to the present not a single man 
of-war of these three great Powers has shown itself, nutwith- 
standing that whenever a ship of war has been here, it always 
left a wholesome impression on the inhabitants, :

The 
winter rainy season was very favourable, aud a good harvest 
is expected, but on account of the heavy recruiting not so mud 
has been sown as usuall, 

‘The new Turkish curreney has also made its appearance here 
Dut ter of course everybody refuses to take it, The 
Pachas of Jerusalem and Acre have received instructions from 
Constantinople not to have any harm done to foreigners. a 
particularly not to the German colonies. The Pacha inform 
us of this, with the remark that the Government will make 
itself responsible for us, but no one has any contidence in the 
lofty language and promises of the Government, Our vilayet 
has sent four representatives t> the youngest Constitutioual 
monarchy—one Christian, and three Moslems.

New Map of Japun. Compiled from Native Maps and Notes of 
recent travellers. By R. Henry Brunton, MILGE, F.RGS., 
(late Engineer-in. Chief to the Lighthouse department of the 
Japariese Government.—London, Triibner and Co., Ludgate Hill. 

‘fhis map, which is published in three sheets on a scale of 
twenty Imiles to the ind , and which is 5ft. by 4 in size, brings 
Japan before us ina manner that has never yet been attained, 
and will be invaluable to all classes, scientific, mercantile, official, 
or literary, interested in that country. At the present moment 
it will be especially welcome, affurding as it does the means of 
tracing the various events of the civil war. Not only does it 
give the courses of the principal rivers, and the ranges of moun- 
tains ; the lines of high roads, and the more important bye 
roads ; all towns and villuges of any size, a distinction being 
made between “ Castle Towns,” or the former residenées of the 
feudal chiefs, “Ken Towns,” or the capitals of the Prefectures, 
and “Station Towns,” or places were accommodation for 
travellers is provided, but it also notes the public works so far 
as they have been carried out, namely, the lines of railway, the 
ines of telegraph, and the lighthouses ; the division of the coun- 
try into “provinces” und rene ” or prefectures ; the depth of

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the last month are more 
promising than any of the previous Returns for this year. There 
is still a decline in Exports, but the difference as compared with 
April, 1876, is so slight as to confirm the opinion that the down- 
ward tendency has spent its strength. There is a decline of 8} 
per cent. in the import total as atainst April, 1876, and the 
exports bave decreased not quite I per cent. Last year the 
figures as against 1875 showed an inerease of over 11 per 
cent. in the imports, and a decrease of 4} per cent. in 
the exports, and so far, therefore, as the statement of a single 
month indicates anything, the present returns would seem 
to show that the export trade is about at its lowest, while the 
excessive importation so long characteristic of the xecounts has 
been in a measure checked. There is, at all events, a decided 
falling-off in this last return as respects the imports of nearly 
all leading manufacturing staples, the total being kept up by the 
increased quantities imported and greatly enhanced prices of 
articles of consumption. 

The total declared value of the exports last month was 
£15,296,577, against £15,430,177 in April, 1876, and £20,221,830 
in April, 1875 ; so that while the decrease this year was 25 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding month two years ago, 
itis only 1 per cent. compared with April last year. Many of 
the principal items show an increase in the present returp. 
Among these are: alkali, apparels bags and sacks, cotton 
yarn, cotton manufactures, haberdashery, iron and steel, lead, 
jinen yarn and manufactures, silk manufactures, telegraphic wire, 
wool, and “unenumerated articles.” Ou the other hand, there 
is a diminution in woollen yarn, woollen and worsted manufac- 
tures, silk yarn, machinery, jute yarn and manufactures, leather, 
hardware, and earthenware. The effect on trade of the reduced. 
cost of coal is exhibited in an increase of 5 per cent. in the 
total quantity exported along with a decrease of 3} per cent. in 
value. The returns of the imports are less remarkable than 
those of March, the excessive augmentation then being partially 
counterbalanced by a diminution of three millions in the value 
for April, which was £32,067,934, against £35,050,490 in the cor- 
responding mouth of 1876. ‘This decrease is entirely under the 
two items of cotton and wool.

They are of an entirely con- 
flicting character, some stating that the crop in China would 
undoubtedly be short, and others that the normal quantity 
might be looked for. The cry of a short crop among the Chinese 
Silkmen before the opening of the season is so familiar that it 
is impossible to attach much importance to any such statements, 
though they seem to be considered in the present instance to 
have at least some foundation. The latest accounts concerning 
the European crop are somewhat more adverse to the prospects 
of an average supply, but nothing definite is as yet known. ‘The 
continned unfavourable weather, however, increases the chances 
of a short supply. However this may be, the Ministerial crisisin 
France will check anything like a move in the Silk Market until 
it is known what view is taken of it in Lyons. 

Tn the Produce Markets there has been a continued absence o 
speculative demand, but quotations generally are fairly main- 
tained.
